From 65 to 75 per cent of the people who ride in this country 
are 21 or under. To many this may be a surprising statement, but it 
is obviously true. Necessarily what promotes riding in this age group 
is of paramount importance to horse sports. 

Judged by this standard nothing has happened in recent years 
so important as the organization of the United States Pony Clubs, 
Inc. Incorporated only a year ago last March it has already enrolled 
30 clubs with a combined membership of over 1500 children. On June 
19, 20 and 21 it held its first National Rally at Unionville, Pennsyl- 
vania at which 13 teams of 3 children each competed and observers 
from many other clubs were present: The schedule included 6 events 
of equal importance in the scoring, programme ride, cross country 
and show jumping, together with examinations on stable manage- 
ment and horse care, veterinary knowledge, and general knowledge 
of equitation and foxhunting. 

Several aspects of the Rally were impressive. First the good 
sportsmanship and enthusiasm of the contestants. Although they were 
under the pressure of keen competition, hard work and long hours 
their good humor never left them, Many of the children most fre- 
quently seen in show rings were heard to remark how much more fun 
it was than a horse show. Secondly the Rally was a liberal education 
in itself; it brought home to children and grown-ups alike the breadth 
of knowledge it takes to make a horseman—far, far more than climb- 
ing on a horse someone else has schooled, groomed and tacked up and 
sitting on it while negotiating four small jumps around a ring. Unless 
we acquire such knowledge and can do for our horses ourselves we 
are not going to get much riding in the future. 

Thirdly the Rally illustrated, again and again, the character 
building influences which grow out of association with horse sports— 
and this was most impressive of all. Since so many people who ride as 
children give it up in later life, it is certainly fair to ask whether all 
the time and money expended in teaching our youngsters is justified. 
In answer we should remember all the school and college subjects— 
Latin, Algebra and the rest—which we give up almost as soon as we 
leave the classroom, but which are generally admitted to be indis- 
pensable for mental training. We can add to this list the many college 
sports from football down which are never played by Adults. 

Of even greater importance than the effect of horse sports on 
mind and body are their effect on character. The horse has the 
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stronger body, man has _ the 
stronger mind. Only through his 
mind can man become master of 
the horse. In addition to reason- 
ing powers he must also use ima- 
gination, patience and tact. If he 
does not he will either have to 
change his ways or acknowledge 
defeat: If he does, he will find in 
the horse qualities which will set 
him an example too often lacking 
in humans—good humor; a con- 
stant desire to cooperate in all 
undertakings, big and small; and 
trust so unwavering that a horse 
will give even his life for his 


friend.

When a new play or musical show 
hits Broadway a number of knowledge- 
able gentlemen and ladies witness it 
from front-row seats and then, without 
charge, tell the management what is 
wrong with their baby. Radio and tele- 
vision producers enjoy the same service, 
but more so. As it is possible to be a 
TV critic without having to dress for it, 
more people are taking up the work. 

Sometimes, shows that assay as base 
metal, when drenched in the acid of 
the experts, turn out to be gold mines, 
and video programs, patently pediculous 
in the eyes of independent and unbiased 
judges, run for years. Nevertheless, the 
experienced observer can, and often 
does, help improve the entertainment 
world by pointing out its mistakes, even 
if he makes the entertainment world 
pretty indignant while he’s doing it. 

In view of what professional critics 
do for shows, it seems to me that some 
trained mind should step in and tell 
the network people what’s wrong with 
broadcast reports of races. 

When Sammy Renick was doing the 
“color” I thought I knew what it was, 
but now that Sam isn’t seen any more 
things are no better; and the programs 
are getting shorter. Where Turf fans 
used to get half an hour, now it’s 15 
minutes. And we have a “color” man 
whose equipment consists of one (1) 
portable mike and one (1) adjective 
(“fine”), and who thinks that referring 
to a four-year-old colt as a “foal” puts 
him “in the groove.” 

That was TV. The lad on the radio 
seems a little mixed up, too. At least 
he caused some confusion among the 





select group that caught the Ohio Derby 
over my portable. 

“Arcaro,” the voice on the wireless 
said, “looked him (Selinsgrove) in the 
eye and went on to win”; and a little 
later, “They are leading Arcaro into 
the winner’s ring.” 

All the time, we thought it was Traffic 
Judge. 

Broadcasting companies do not de- 
pend entirely upon what they read in 
periodicals to measure the impact of 
their programs. They get mail, and if 
a particular offering doesn’t bring much 
response, they figure nobody’s looking 
(or listening). Obviously, they’re not 
getting much mail about their horserace 
shows, because they are letting them 
slip. Maybe they’d be glad to be rid of 
them. An awful mess of work goes into 
setting up for a 15-minute program. Al- 
so, it’s possible that critics who are not 
interested in racing are writing in and 
saying that they’d rather have Hopalong 
Cassidy. 

As records that are considered un- 
biased show that racing is the most pat- 
ronized sport among those which charge 
admission, thousands of people—perhaps 
millions—must look in on the TVed 
races. Maybe they’re not the letter- 
writing type, or it might be that it takes 
a Native Dancer to bring them out, or 
that these programs are just not in- 
teresting enough for the fellow who 
doesn’t have a bet riding. 

Aside from the actual dash around the 
track, what is there to a broadcast of a 
race? Not enough to sustain interest 
among those who are not Turf enthusi- 
a something is done to liven 
it up.

The Christiana Stakes at Delaware Park was Barclay Stable’s Polly’s Jet’s 6th straight 
win, marking him the season’s best development among the 2-year-olds. The son of 
Polynesian—Mary’s Dell, by Case Ace took the lead at the % pole and pulled away 


from R. A. Lewis’ First Lap (#2) and Peter Vischer’s Arch Rival (#5). 
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The contest uses up from 1% to 2% 
minutes. On a half-hour program that 
leaves 28 minutes to kill and even with 
elaborate commercials that’s a long time. 

Reading off the names of the horses’ 
parents and a sketchy report on their 
records burns up some of the time, but 
the way it’s being done isn’t making 
racing enthusiasts of the available raw 
material. 

The best horserace show I ever saw 
on video came from Belmont Park sever- 
al years ago. The story opened in the 
paddock and there was Mr. Red Smith 
and there were the horses—close up, Mr. 
Smith told about the horses, and then, 
while the Thoroughbreds were out front 
parading and getting in the humor to

race, Mr. Smith talked to somebody. I 
don’t remember whom he conversed 
with or what the subject was but it was 
one adult swapping of ideas with anoth- 
er adult—a far piece from the kid stuff 
so often retailed these days. 

I don’t think it would be necessary to 
draft Mr. Smith for the work; and may- 
be he isn’t the kind of performer tele- 
vision people seek. But he’s the kind of 
a guy who knows his subject. There are 
half a dozen others in the New York 
press box (and there are some in other 
racing centers) qualified in appearance, 
knowledge of subject and command of 
the language to handle the pre-race 
chore of any race broadcast. Why not 
put one of these lads to work? 

Here I’ve been doing a lot of criticiz- 
ing and all of a sudden it occurs to me 
that I’m not a qualified critic because 
I don’t see the Derby and Preakness and 
Belmont and races like that on TV; I go 
to the tracks. Maybe better shows are 
put on for the big ones. When General 
Electric gets that portable television 
down to five pounds, I'll find out. 


ThistleDown 
June 25. The Ohio Derby, 21st running, 
4 miles, 3-year-olds. Net to winner, 
$29,938.75. 


The Ohio Derby has been run at Ches- 
ter Park, Maple Heights, Bainbridge 
Park, Cranwood and now is renewed at 
ThistleDown. The inaugural was held 
in 1876, one year after the first Ken- 
tucky Derby, but the Kentucky People 
have been able to crowd in 81 runnings, 
while Ohioans have staged but 21. 

There was a gap between 1883 and 
‘1924, when Black Gold auspiciously 
started a new series, and another gap 
between '35 and ’52, when Carter’s Pride 
launched the “modern” continuity. 
There have been little gaps between 
the big ones. 

Alfred Vanderbilt’s Find lent caste to 
the event when he took it in 1953 in 
record time. Timely Tip did the best he 
could last season 

Carter’s Pride drew down $3,722 when 
he won, but the following year the pot 
was increased, and each of the next two 
winners took away more than $18,000. 

With $40,000 added this season, a 
rather stylish field reported for a shot 
at the money. Traffic Judge, which had 
been whipped in the Chicagoan the week 
before, was made the favorite, with 
Blue Lem (the horse that got close to 
Nashua in the Florida Derby) second 
choice. Honey’s Alibi, which won the 
Chicagoan was third choice. 

Lenny Gale broke first and fairly flew 
for half a mile, with Honey’s Alibi and 
Momus gliding after him. Traffic Judge 
(or Arcaro, as the announcer put it) was 
in eleventh place among 14 after a quar- 
ter of a mile. He was in tenth position 
after a half. In the next quarter mile he 
moved to fourth. 

Lenny Gale, tired from his four-fur- 
long dash dropped back, while Selings- 

ove came up fast to take the lead away 

rom Honey’s Alibi. 

At the eighth pole, Selingsgrove was 
in front by a length, with Traffic Judge 
second by the same margin over Honey’s 
Alibi. 

It was here that Arcaro gave Selins- 
grove the whammy look. That, plus 
Traffic Judge, put him home first by 
half a length. Selingsgrove was 2% in 
front of Honey’s Alibi and that colt 
trimmed Styrunner by 1%. 

Traffic Judge, by *Alibhai—tTraffic 
Court, by Discovery, won the Withers 
and 2 other races in 1955 before the 
Ohio Derby. His earnings total $73,288.-

June 25. The “New” Newcastle, Ist 
running__ 1; miles, 3-year-olds and up, 
fillies and mares. Net to winner, $30,600. 

The “New” Newcastle is the second 
leg on Delaware Park’s three-legged 
Distaff group. The Delaware Oaks was 
won by High Voltage, and the Delaware 
Handicap, July 2, will finish out the 
series. 

Fifteen fillies and mares paraded post- 
ward for the Newcastle, and a study of 
their records showed that just about 
any one of them, with her best effort, 
might do the trick. 

Several turned in below par perform- 
ances, perhaps, but Clear Dawn was at 


peak. 

Logan Batcheller held her a bit off 
the pace for the early furlongs, but put 
her in front nearing the eighth pole and 
had her 2% on top at the end. 

Open Sesame, also staging on her best 
show, beat the favored Cerise Reine, by 
1% lengths for second money. Another 
World came well at the end, as usual, 
but couldn’t quite catch the choice, 
missing third place by a head. 

Under the conditions of the race, 
Clear Dawn carried 116 pounds, Open 
Sesame 112 and Cerise Reine, 120. 

The winner, by *Heliopolis — Darby 
Dunedin, by *Blenheim II, was register- 
ing her second win in 8 1955 starts. Her 
earnings add up to $38,725. 

Last year, she won 2 races and $48,475. 
Her only stakes win was in the Miss

Steeplechasing at Delaware Park 
opened Monday with the Tom Roby and 
a return of the kind of weather for 
which this attractive course is noted— 
it having been unprecedently cool and 
wet for most of the meeting. 

The Tom Roby was a pretty race to 
watch with nearly every horse making 
a try for the lead. *Montadet held it for 
a turn but when he was seriously chal- 
lenged gave way and almost went down 
on landing over the 8th, losing his rider. 

Going into the water jump Avindo, 
running with Solisko spurted to a four 
length lead. *Hyrean not far off knuck- 
led over as he came down at the water, 
just missing rolling on jockey “Dooley” 
Adams. Now *Prince Glorieux moved 
up stoutly, but a bit ‘uncertain at his 
fences and took over from the tiring 
Avindo. *Carafar, under a cool and well- 
judged ride from Flint Schulhofer, had 
never been too far off the pace and at 
the 13th moved with determination, 
going on to win without being threaten- 
ed. *Prince Glorieux held the 2nd place 
another 4 lengths in front of Beaupre 
who was more conspicious for his good 
looks than his running and jumping this 
day. 

June 21 

Tuesday’s race, a $3,500 claimer, start- 
ed belatedly after it was discovered as 
the horses reached the post that Swords 
Point was carrying 144 pounds instead 
of the 150 due him. There was much gal- 


loping about to get the additional lead 
to make up the difference. Incidently 
tnere were 4 apprentice riders out of a 
total of 7 and Johnny Knowles, riding 
his first race at the tracks, was also to 
ride his first winner. 

>words Point was first away but soon 
overtaken by The Beagler. For a turn 
the field was strung out, 2 or more 
lengths separating each horse, making 
it easy to watch each one as he came to 
his fences. The Beagler on top and jump- 
ing brilliantly—literally like a stag—but 
behind him Banner Waves was moving 
easily and jumping consistently well, 
and the second time around, he moved 
strongly to the front. It looked as though 
the faltering The Beagler may have in- 
terfered somewhat, here at the water 
jump, with Goose Bay, for that stalwart 
jumper went down. Around the turn and 
down the backside Banner Waves was 
6 lengths to the good, ears pricked and 
enjoying himself. Then came The Bea- 
gler, game but tiring and starting to go 
deep through his fences. Swords Point, 
following, made a bad mistake at the 
Liverpool losing his rider. *Palaja was 
steadily moving up in 4th place with 

Irish Well not far behind, then the 
temperamental Monkey Wrench. 

At the last fence before the turn for 
home The Beagler fell heavily unable or 
refusing to get up until he had caught 
his breather giving his owner-trainer 
Miss Betty Bosley some bad moments. 

Banner Waves went on to win his 
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first race for his present owner G. T. 
Weymouth, (having had 2nds last year). 
“Palaja was a closing 2nd—Monkey 
Wrench a distant and indifferent 3rd 
with “Irish Well being removed after 
going down to take 4th money.

The War Trophy, an overnight allow- 
ance race for hurdlers occupied the 
principal spot in thru-the-field racing 
during Aqueduct’s second week. Run on 
Thursday, June 23rd, Liangoilen Farm’s 
The Proff scored a mild upset by reach- 
ing the end of the mile and three quart- 
ers in front in the time of 3:18%. L. 
H. Nelles’ Dear Brutus, a stablemate was 
closest to him at the wire, just about a 
length back, but trainer, Mrs. C. E. 
Adams had to be content with the win 
of The Proff, for the Stewards sustained 
a claim of foul made by Harry Hatcher, 
on Mielaison, which finished fourth, a- 
gainst Dear Brutus. As a result Oneida 
was moved into the runner-up position, 
with Mielaison third and *Par Amour 
fourth. 


Breaking well from the number 2 
post position, Hatcher put Mielaison on 
the lead early, closely followed by The 
Proff, and the rest of the eight horse 
field well bunched several lengths away. 
Except for Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Land- 
scaping, the field continued to race 
down the far side the first time well 
grouped. The last mentioned jumped 
poorly, dropped out of contention and 
was eventually pulled up. An examina- 
tion after the race disclosed that Land- 
scaping bled in the running. Meanwhile,

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Featured Centenary Of 
Thirsk Won By 


J.H. Whitney’s Playroom 


R. Fairfax-Blakeborough 

A 3-year-old owned by J. H. Whitney, 
the American sportsman won the f1, 
6U0 race run to commemorate the cent- 
enary of the race meeting at Thirsk, 
Yorkshire, England on June 11. Mr. 
Whitney’s fine looking colt Playroom 
(Borealis-Park Lane, by Sir Cosmo) 
which is entered for the classic Si Leger 
—won the Thirsk Centenary Handicap 
by a short head. Playroom beat Bright 
Lights owned by 97 year-old W. L. 
Christie. Mr. Christie was there to see 
his horse narrowly beaten, and was the 
first man to congratulate Mr. Whitney 
when, after a photograph of the two 
horses as they passed the winning post 
had been cailed for, the American’s 
horse was judged the winner. 


Mr. Christie still goes racing regular- 
ly, and continues to manage his own 
stud farm at Jervaulx Abbey in Wen- 
sleydale. As an amateur jockey in his 
youth he rode races in seven different 
countries—and winners in six of them. 


Both the jockeys, Walter Elliott on 
Playroom, and the apprentice P. Robin- 
son on Bright Lights were questioned 
about their riding by the stewards of 
the meeting after the race. Playroom 
had proved a little troublesome to EI- 
liott in the last furlong when Bright 
Lights made a determined challenge, but 
the winner stuck to his task very well 
once he had straightened out. Elliott 
said afterwards that the colt was 
“green” but had, nevertheless, run ex- 
tremely well. Playroom took the lead 
one and a half furlongs away from the 
finishing post. Soon afterwards Bright 
Lights began a strong run which made 
the thrilling finish to a good race. 

Thirsk racecourse is now one of the 
leading racemeetings in the North of 
England. A go-ahead executive has 
steadily improved the meeting, so that 
today the course attracts some of the 
biggest fields of good horses in the 
North. The £1,600 race was run to celeb- 
brate the centenary. 

Mr. Whitney is well known in Eng- 
land as the owner of first-class steeple- 
chasers, but he had never raced one of 
his horses at Thirsk before. Outstand- 
ing ’chasers that have run in his colours 
are Easter Hero, which came nearest to 
achieving Mr. Whitney’s ambition to win 
a Grand National when the horse was 
second in 1929, and in more recent 
years Arctic Gold. 

He became interested in racing in 
England when he left Yale for Oxford 
University in 1926. His grandfather John 
Hay was once United States Ambassador 
in London. During the war Mr. Whitney 
as a colonel in the United States forces 
was a lot of trouble to the Germans in 
the South of France while he was engag- 
ed in secret work. 

Playroom’s trainer, Gerry Balding, is 
a noted amateur rider and polo player 
on both sides of the Atlantic. In the 
1930s’ the New York Times described 
his playing in a polo match in America 
as “brilliant” and said that he was the 
“star of the match.” Another American 
paper referred to him as “the brilliant 
hard-smashing polo star.” During several 
polo seasons in America he played with 
the Rumston team. He has also played 
cricket for Leicestershire County in 
England.

“Manna” 


The premature retirement of Robert 
Sterling Clark’s champion Never Say 
Die has left the ranks of class four-year- 
olds in England very thin indeed and 
there is little doubt that last year’s Der- 
by winner would have swept the board 
during the first part of this season. 

Major L. B. Holliday’s improving Nar- 
rator and Sir Percy Loraine’s Darius, 
winner of the 1954 Two Thousand Guin- 
eas, are the best of those left to re- 
present us in middle distance events. 
Chamier and Zarathustra, winners of the 
Irish Derby in 1953 and 1954 respect- 
ively, are their only rivals over this 
trip at present. Shamber was imported 
to Noel Cannon’s Druids Lodge stable 
some time ago, while Zarathustra makes 
periodic visits from Ireland. : 

All four met in the Coronation Cup on 
Oaks day at Epsom, but the result was 
inconclusive. Firstly, Chamier found go- 
ing too soft for him. He is a “Faddy”’ 
horse, needing everything just right be- 
fore he can produce his best. Firm 
ground is one of his requirements. 

Zarathustra needed a truly run race 
to show to his best advantage, and a 
very slow pace in the first six furlongs 
killed his chances. Narrator, cleverly 
ridden by Frank Barlow, led throughout 
and held off Darius’ late effort by a 
length. 

The time of 2 minutes 54 seconds for 
a mile and a half race of this type 
speaks for itself. It was virtually a sprint, 
with Narrator covering the last three 
furlongs in 36.6 seconds by my watch. 

Mr. Jack Gerber’s By Thunder! and 
Sir Malcolm McApline’s Blarney Stone 
are outstanding among the stayers. By 
Thunder! has gained two easy successes 
in the sixteen furlong Yorkshire Cup 
and the Winston Churchill Stakes, run 
over the same distances, which is one 
of Hurst Park’s Whitsun features. 

By Thunder! is a horse who likes to 
go off in front and he made virtually all 
the running in both these races. He 


will have his work cut out to do the 
same thing against Europe’s top stayers 
in the two and a half mile Gold Cup, 
at Royal Ascot, if it is decided to train 
him for the race. 

Blarney Stone, now six years old, has 
been through a hard racing career, but 
he appears to have lost none of his 
zest for the game. His stamina for even 
the severest tests is undoubted and he 
rather than By Thunder!, will probably 
be Englands chief hope of winning this 
valuable trophy, which has gone abroad 
five times since the War. 

Mrs. E. Goldson’s Pappa Fourway is 
easily the best sprinter we have in 
training at present and possibly the 
fastest horse to run here since Abern- 
ant retired to stud in the fall of 1950. 

Pappa Fourway, who cost only $420 
as a yearling and is by Pappageno II, 
a middle distance handicapper of no 
really outstanding merit, has confound- 
ed the breeding pundits by revealing 
terrific pace. Pappa Fourway, now three 
years old, has won seven of the ten 
races he has run so far and is unbeaten 
in three starts this season. He must 
now be worth at least $50,000 and I un- 
derstand that several good offers from 
your side of the Atlantic have already 
been turned down. 

Pappa Fourway’s exceptional merit 
was probably not fully realised until 
Derby day when he won an important 
sprint handicap by six lengths under 
133t5. Pappa Fourway covered the 
Epsom five furlongs in exactly 55 sec- 
onds. 

The English record for this distance 
is 54. 6 seconds, supposedly recorded 
by a horse named Deveriness on the 
same course back in 1933. Deveriness’ 
time has always been accepted with a 
certain amount of reserve and in any 
case he only had 10316 on his back. 

Pappa Fourway proved his ability to 
stay six furlongs, when gaining another 
easy success in the Festival Stakes at 
Birmingham the following week and will 
now be pointed for one of the sprints 
at the Royal Ascot meeting. 

The colt is trained at Malton, York- 
shire, by Billy Dutton, who was the 
jockey of the 100/1 winner Tipperary 
Tim in that historic Grand National of 
1928, when the gallant American ’chaser 
Billy Barton fell at the last fence. 

It is too early in the season to form 
a definite opinion on the two-year-olds 
Mr. J. MeGrath’s Prince of Greine. Mr. 
D. Robinson’s Idle Rocks, and Mars, 


from Harry Wragg’s stable are all fast 
colts. The first two both won valuable 
races at the Epsom Derby meeting, 
while Mars, recently bought for an 
American owner but still at Newmarket, 
has twice won impressively. 

The influence of Meld’s two classic 
wins are reflected in the current statist- 
ical tables for the present season. She 
has put Lady Zia Wernher at the head 
both the owners’ and breeders’ lists, 
while Captain Boyd-Rechfort, the filly’s 
trainer, heads his own division. 


Captain Boyd-Rochfort has won sev- 
eral good races with horses belonging 
to Queen Elizabeth and also took the 
valuable Zetland Gold Cup at Redcar 
_ Mr. Walter M. Jeffords’ Blue Prince 


Other American owners, Mr. Robert 
Sterling Clark and Mr. J. H. Whitney 
have also been in the money. Mr. Clark’s 
four-year-old Wise Folly took the Liver- 
pool Spring Cup while Mr. Whitney has 
a very promising sophomore in Play- 
room. This colt, who has won his only 
race of the present season, is by Bore- 
alis and may possibly develop into a St. 
Leger candidate. 

Douglas Smith, who became champion 
jockey on the retirement of Sir Gordon 
Richards last summer, is again the na- 
tion’s leading rider. Australian Edgar 
Britt is second and Joe Mercer, young 
— of Manny, third in the current 
ist. 

Sir Gordon Richards, incidentally, has 
saddled his first winners as a trainer. 
His life story has been serialised in 
both the English and French papers and 
he was now settled down in part of Fred 
Darling’s old stables at Beckhampton, 
Wiltshire.

mission again has recommended that the 
Legislature abolish the bounty on red 
foxes. The most recent Commission ac- 
tion occurred on November 5, 1954. 

The fox bounty is financed in Michi- 
gan with hunting license money, The 
purpose is primarily to benefit small 
game populations and foremost in the 
minds of the sportsmen is the welfare 
of the ringnecked preasant. Extensive 
investigations of the fox-pheasant rela- 
tionship have shown us that foxes have 
very little influence, if any, on pheasant 
numbers. Our investigations have in- 
cluded analysis of the population trends 
of both foxes and pheasants, the distribu- 
tion of the two species in the state, the 
number and proportion of the pheasant 
population killed by foxes and determ- 
ined by trailing foxes for more than 
1,000 miles in the winter and the exam- 
ination of numerous fox dens in the 
spring, and the food habits of the fox at 
all seasons of the year. We have also 
investigated the behavior of pheasant 

opulations in areas where there are no 
oxes and have found the trends to be 
similiar to those in Michigan. We have 
concluded that fox control can be of 
little benefit to pheasant populations. 

The relation of foxes and game species 
other than pheasants are nearly the 
same as with pheasants. 

The bounty system as a method of fox 
control has many serious shortcomings. 
We have been unable to demonstrate 
that the bounty has had any measurable 
effect on the fox population. The num- 
ber of foxes in Michigan has been in- 
creasing for several years and 1954 
showed the highest take of foxes since 
the bounty began. It is obvious that the 
present bounty has not prevented our 
foxes from increasing rapidly. 

In spite of the rapid increase in foxes, 
pheasant and cottontail populations are 
currently excellent and cottontails ap- 
pear to have made a considerable in- 
crease over the previous year. We con- 
clude that the bounty system has failed 
to control foxes and in turn that foxes 
are not detrimental to game supplies. 

The fox bounty has proven costly to 
maintain. From October 1947 until June 
1954 $770,300 were expended. Since no 
benefits can be demonstrated this money 
appears to have been wasted. 


This Department feels that the fox 
can best be utilized as a game animal 
and we point out that the species can 
provide countless hours of recreation at 
a time of year when other hunting is 
non-existent. The capacity of this spe- 
cies to withstand hunting is far beyond 
any pressure which has been exerted 
against it in recent years and its capa- 
bilities for providing sport are above 
that of many more popular game ani- 
mals. 

Another serious and undesirable fea- 
ture of the bounty system is the tenden- 
cy for fraud to appear. The present fox 
bounty was apparently a windfall for un- 
scrupulous persons only a few years ago. 
Amendments which tightened the regu- 
lations appear to have stopped the ma- 
jortiy of fraudulent claims; however, 
loopholes still exist and may be taken 
advantage of at any time. 

Agricultural damage by foxes is not 
solved by the bounty system. We have 
found that local control exerted against 
the individual foxes doing the damage 
to be only effective method of coping 
with this particular problem. The bounty 
system just does not encourage this type 
of control. ; : ;

even some dropped nosebands and a 
couple of Spanish jumping bits. Right 
from the start it was apparent that the 
performances varied from excellent to 
poor, which made judging the more 
difficult. Although many performances 
were mechanically correct, the fund- 
amental requirements’ were lacking. 
Only the odd horse moved on a 
straight line when asked to do so, or 
showed any trace of impulsion or cad- 
ence, and few flexed properly. The 
change from ordinary trot to strong 
trot was more imaginary than actual. 
The transitions from one gait to an- 
other as a whole were fairly smooth. 

The outstanding exception, was the 
team from Westchester County (New 
York), which placed third in this event, 
showing all the symptons of good, 
sound basic training resulting in a 
most pleasing performance. One of the 
team particularly must have enjoyed 
the test, smiling as she did throughout 
the test-full of assurance and confid- 
ence. The team from Westchester, al- 
though basically correct, was beaten 
by the team from Middle Tenn. (Nash- 
ville) which gave a more finished dis- 
play and emerged the winner. They 
are coached by the indomitable Mrs. 
Schell, in turn assisted by several re- 
tired Cavalry officers. Although indivi- 
dual placings were of little import and 
not rewarded as opposed to the team 
effort, it is of interest that Judy Kin- 
nard, aged 11, a member of the Middle 
Tennessee Pony Club, took first place 
individually with 67.1 points out of a 
possible 140. Second came Ann Vorhe- 
es, 15, of the Spring Valley Hounds 
Team (New Jersev) with 66 points and 
third Joannah Hall of the Radnor Hunt 
Team, with 65.7 points. 

In the evening, after supper, Dr. 
Jacques Jenny,. Professor of Veterin- 
ary Surgery at University of Pennsylv- 
ania, gave a most interesting talk, 
touching on the “structure” of the 
horse which he likened most aptly to 
that of a suspension bridge. Even the 
youngest Pony Club member sat listen- 
ing with rapt attention.

The 
Pony Club has always’ emphasized 
stable management, without which no 
horse could long remain in_ service. 


The knowledge displayed, in the opin- 
ion of the judges, left room for much 
improvement; many of the members 
evidently. Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire team 
placed first in this event with 83 points 
out of 100, followed by Pickering Hunt 
with 65 and Middle Tennessee in third 
place with 62 points. At this stage of 
the Rally, with the Dressage, Cross 
Country and Stable Management eve- 
ents behind them, the Middle Tennes- 
see team of Frances Rice, Polly Peach 
end Judy Kinnard moved into the lead, 
with Pickering Hunt and Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire almost tied for second place, 
in the “C” division.

Specifical- 
ly this involved knowledge of working 
green horses, their development and 
training general knowledge of equita- 
tion and fox-hunting. After supper, 
Mrs. John Hannum III, M. F. H., gave 
a talk on fox-hunting, ending with a 
horn blowing contest. 


Stadium Jumping, the final event of 
the Rally, took place early Tuesday 
morning in Mrs. Hannum’s show ring, 
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where a testing course of jumps was 
set up, involving several changes o1 
direction. Again the “B” teams with 
Kadnor Hunt now in a comfortable 
lead, were to jump up to 36”, while 
3’ was the limit for the “C’s. The 
obstacles included poles, drums, a bar- 
ber pole, triple bar, railway gate, oxer 
and a triple in-and-out, the first ele- 
ment of which gave the most troubie. 
This competition, being scored under 
F. E. Il. Rules, allowed a fallen rider 
to remount and continue, permitted 
three disobediences, and required that 
the course be negotiated at a rate of 
350 yards per minute. The time taken 
by the first few riders was announced 
but this was quickly abandoned when 
it became apparent that each round 
was faster than the previous one! 

As in the dressage test, the standard 


of proficiency varied widely. There 
was an unusually large number of 
disobediences, particularly run-outs, 


a few riders being eliminated in the 
process. One case in particular in- 
volved a pony with a most determined 
mind, clearly beynod the physical cap- 
acity of its little rider. There were 
others who had received but little in- 
struction in this phase, such as the 
team from Westchester County, who 
were seldom “with” their horses. In 
contrast to the many understandably 
tense riders, was Frances Rice, of The 
Middle Tenn.

stretch to assume a good lead going to 
the last hurdle. He appeared to tire 
slightly in the run on the flat to the 
wire, but was two lengths to the good 
of Sidney Watter, Jr’s Carthage the run- 
ner-up. It was 14 lengths back to King 
Gavin to third, but this horse got into 
trouble earlier in the race when he was 
badly bumped by Barclay Joe. *Bois 
Winsdor was fouth, a well-bred Irish 
import, and gave the impression that he 
will improve with further racing.

Basilia. a 
three-year-old, running couple’ with 
Saunterer as the Mrs. M. G. Walsh entry, 
and favored in the betting, but could 
do no better than second, after running 
into some interference early in the 
race, with Breakers Ahead, and Ring 
o’Roses next in that order. The latter 
was off very slowly. and appeared un- 
willing to extend himself for about a 
turn of the field, then ran over tired 
horses at the end 


While five infield races were carded 
during the week at Aqueduct, only three 
filled properly. At Delaware Park, which 
features only brush racing during this 
same period, a similar condition existed, 
with three of their five carded races 
being run. Two of these were stakes, 
The Tom’ Roby, and the Georgetown. 


The latter drew five entries. and was 
run as a betless exhibition at 1:15 P. M. 
on Friday. 

With very few exceptions, steeple- 


chase owners and trainers have entered 
their horses, but as the spring season 
draws to a close, it is again quite evi- 
dent, that racing and training casualties 
during the past month or so, plus those 
early season “swans” which have proved 
to be “ducklings”, has depleted the 
ranks of the jumpers to a dangerous 
point. Until and unless there are enough 
jumpers to provide interesting and well 
balanced fields throughout the season, 
steeplechasing wil] continue to be under 
fire from some sections of the public, 
the press, and race track managements.

U. S. EQUESTRIAN TEAM : 

The following members of the U. S. 
Equestrian jumping team, together with 
their horses, are flying by chartered 
plane to England on June 30th 

Arthur McCashin, captain. A member 
of every team since 1950. Helped U. S. 
win third place in grueling Prix des Na- 
tions in ’52 et pe in Helsinki. Among 
his mounts will probably be his own Mo- 
hawk, a (7 years old), 17.1 hand bay 
gelding, green but promising, which he 
rode in the 1954 international shows at 
Harrisburg, New York City and Toronto, 

William Steinkraus, who, like McCash- 
in, helped U. S. to win third place in 
Olympics. In 1941, in National Horse 
Show, Steinkraus accomplished unusual 
feat of winning both the Good Hands 
and Maclay titles for juniors. He was a 
member of the U. S. Equestrian team in 
1951, 1952 and 1954. He will probably 
ride his own horses Night Owl, (6 yrs. 
old), and Wonabet (gr. g., 1945, by Sir 
Damion—Tangler, by Chance Shot). 

Bertalan Nemethy, 44, team coach, 
former Hungarian cavalry officer who 
came to this country in 1952. He is a 
graduate of the Hungarian cavalry school 
and was for many years a member of 
the Hungarian army horse show team 
that won victories at international horse 
shows all over Europe. He was also a 
horsemanship instructor at the cavalry 
school. During World War II Nemethy 
served as a captain of cavalry against 
the Russians on the Eastern front, and 
when the war ended he fled to Denmark 
to avoid capture. He became a riding 
instructor at the Royal Riding Academy 
in Copenhagen and was well known as a 
designer of jumping courses throughout 
Scandinavia. Before becoming coach of 
the U.S.E.T in mid-1955 Nemethy was 
a trainer for the jumping stable of Miss 
Eleonora Sears. 

Hugh Wiley, was on the U. S. E. T. in 
1950 as an alternate rider and is a suc- 
cessful rider of show horses. His horses 
will probably be Dar-Es-Salaam, 6-year- 
old sister to Ksar d’Esprit (Coq d’Esprit 
—Kristin, by *Ksar) Bhue. Ridge (the 
Thoroughbred Coq de Guerre, 11-year- 
old by Coq d’Esprit—Fleet Huntress by 
Pea Jacket). 

Major John Russell, 34, U. S. Army 
officer, currently stationed in Germany. 








Russell was also on 1952 Olympic jump- 
ing team. He has considerabie European 
horse show experience as he has spent 
many of the years since the war on duty 
in Europe, where he and his wife have 
competed in horse shows with their own 
horses. He won the extremely difficult 
Hamburg Jumping Derby in 1952 in 
Germany, being the first foreigner ever 
to win, as a member of the U. S. Eques- 
trian Team.

Salaam will not make the trip. Hugh 
Wiley has acquired Injun Joe, changed 
his name to Nautical and he will be one 
of his mounts on the European tour.

GENESEE VALLEY HUNT 
HORSE TRIALS 

A twenty four year old tradition is 
— to be broken in the Genesee Val- 
ey. 

The Genesee Valley Hunt, the second 
oldest organized hunt in the United 
States, is this year adopting the modern 
evolution of the old type Hunter Trials. 
Instead of the usual Hunter Trials held 
in the autumn of each year, a compre- 
hensive test of training, show jumping 
and cross country riding will take its 
place. 

At a meeting of the Hunter Trials 
Committee, Major General Roger C. Rey- 
nolds, who has recently come from 
Great Britain to settle in this country, 
proposed that the traditional Hunter 
Trials be abolished in favor of the All 
round Horse Trials which are becoming 
universally popular throughout Europe. 
The suggestion was received enthusias- 
tically as it has been felt that the Hunt- 
er Trial is no real test of a rider’s horse- 
manship or of the training and versatili- 
ty of a horse. In addition to this the 
new type of Trials provides for greater 
interest and appeal to the spectators. 

The idea was originated by the Olym- 
pic Equestrian Committee, for the Olym- 
pic Games of 1948, in the form of a 
“Three Day Event’. As a result of the 
poor showing of the British team at 
these Games the Duke of Beaufort took 
the lead in starting an annual Three Day 
Event at Badminton. After a couple of

years it was realized that this would 
have to be supported by a number of 
lesser events, so the “One Day Event 
was introduced for the benefit of the 
many horsemen who did not aspire to 
International honours.

These One Day Events speedily caught 
the fancy of the British Public and are 
increasing in popularity annually. It 
was later decided that the name “One 
Day Event” should be altered to “Horse 
Trials”, which as a far more sensible and 
accurate description of this sport,

event will have a Junior Division for 
thosé who have not reached their 18th 
birthday. The Juniors may ride either 
horses or ponies. 

This year competitors may enter each

HUNTERS AT GRASS 

It was ‘Nimrod’ (Apperley), who was 
so dogmatic about turning hunters out 
to grass. He made many converts to 
his indoor system of summering hunters. 
It has, of course, some advantages, but 
when horses have a shed, trees and run- 
— water in their pastures, I always 
preferred ‘a summer’s run’ in the open. 
I am in full agreement with what that 
well-known and widely experienced au- 
thority, Arthur Walton, writes to me 
this week: 

“Tt has always amazed me that when 
hunters are brought up grass-fat from 
grass (Nature’s ‘Dr. Green), the first 
thing that most do is to give an aloes 
ball, making horses deadly sick and 
wretched. Then they are put on to hard 
food and exercise, often knocking their 
joints up when getting fat reduced to 
muscle. Such a lot of sporting people 
do this. I never believed in physicking. 
Bran-mashes, carrots and, if a horse is 
‘humoury’, stop corn and give cooling 
green food. When I brought my horses 
up from grass I turned them first into a 
paddock which had been well grazed, 
and where they were working all the 
time for a meal. After a week or so I 
gave a feed of bran and corn, and grad- 
ually increased to two or three feeds. 
When they came into work they were 
harder and fresher on their legs than 
those which had never been out, or 
those which had been grazing all sum- 
mer and then subjected to aang 6 5
